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We Pose Four Questions 
‘To Council Candidates 


Once again the News Review 
is posing questions to all the can- 
didates in the November 6 elec- 
tion for Greenbelt City Council. 
The questions selected by our 
editorial staff are ones which we 
believe to be of general interest 
to the community. We intend to 
publish the candidates’ responses 
in each of the next four issues. 
Responses are limited to 300 
words. If a response exceeds that 
length, we will cut it off at the 
limit. Editing will be limited to 
correction of minor typographical 
errors and missing punctuation 
marks. The order of responses 
will be randomly selected and 
change with each issue. 

Here are this year’s questions 
to the candidates: 

1. Should the city buy the 
portion of the building at 
Roosevelt Center that houses the 
Greenbelt Theatre? If the city 
purchases the movie house, what 
should it do with it? Should the 
theater operation be subsidized 
with city funds? 

2. On three occasions this pa- 
per has criticized the current city 
council about holding executive 
(secret) sessions at which the 
public has been excluded. (Ac- 
cording to Mayor Davis, there 
were 14 such sessions in 2000.) 
What will be your policy on 
holding such meetings and mak- 
ing decisions at them? 

3. Although the current tur- 
moil and business slowdown may 
delay progress, Metroland LLC 
has obtained preliminary approval 
for Greenbelt Station, a massive 
development along the east side 
of the Metro tracks from 


Greenbelt Road to the Beltway 
and including the Metro station 
property. It is to have a mixture 
of retail commercial and enter- 
tainment businesses in a mall 
and/or main street development, 
office buildings and residential 
uses with buildings ranging up to 
20 stories in height. The project 
requires a full interchange of the 
Beltway for the Metro station 
area. What support or opposition 
to this project should the city 
render? 

4. The city receives an alloca- 
tion of open space funds each 
year from the state. The alloca- 
tions can be accumulated until 
enough becomes available for a 
project. The current city council 
has made the following policy 
decisions relating to the use of 
these funds which can be used 
for either land acquisition or park 
development (1/2 of the funds, 
only): a) use some of funds to 
purchase the Sunrise property at 
the end of Hanover Drive in 
Greenbelt East; b) make available 
$100,000 to help purchase the 
Jaeger property located outside 
the city limits on the south side 
of the entrance to Westchester 
Park on Kenilworth Avenue for 
the National Park Service so that 
the land can be added to 
Greenbelt Park (which is within 
the city limits); and c) use only 
for land acquisition and not for 
any park improvements such as 
playground safety improvements 
or comfort stations at Buddy 
Attick (Greenbelt Lake) Park. 
For what purposes do you feel 
open space funds should be 
used?

Tornado Wreaks Havoc at BARC

On September 24 at 5:30 p.m. 
the tornado that traveled north on 
Route 1 from College Park and 
the University of Maryland struck 
the west side of USDA’s (Agri- 
cultural Research Service), Henry 
A. Wallace Beltsville Agriculture 
Research Center (BARC). In the 
aftermath the damage to the re- 
search and government property 
was found to be extensive. 

Fifteen BARC buildings on the 
west side of Route 1, some 
which date to 1939, suffered 
damage to their roofs and win- 
dows. Building 001 suffered the 
most window damage and the 
laboratories within were damaged 
by rain and wind. Early the next 
day, the BARC Safety Office and 
local HAZMAT teams inspected 
and cleaned up chemical spills . 
Radiological safety of the labora- 
tories was ensured. 

The research greenhouses suf- 
fered the most significant dam- 
age. The Range | greenhouses 
were completely leveled and the 
glass was blown out of the re-

maining greenhouses. The im- 
pact on food, forage, and horti- 
cultural research projects has yet 
to be determined. 

All of the 70-year-old willow 
oaks that dotted the BARC-West 
property were destroyed. Most 
trees surrounding the National 
Agricultural Library were 
snapped or uprooted. More than 
50 government vehicles were 
damaged or totally destroyed. 
Like all of its Route 1 neighbors, 
BARC was without electrical 
power and telephone service. 
The power lines along that seg- 
ment of Route 1 were completely 
downed, with utility poles up- 
rooted and. scattered like tooth- 


picks. At the time of this writ- 
ing, no timetable had been set for 
resumption of service, although 
PEPCO and Verizon crews were 
working hard. 

No damage was reported on 
BARC-East, which is home to all 
of the animal and human nutri- 
tion research laboratories. 

Several USDA officials in- 
spected the damage on September 
25, including, Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Ann Veneman; Dr. Phyllis 
Johnson, the center director of 
the Beltsville Area; Dr. Ron 
Korcak, associate center director; 
and Dr. Floyd Horn, administrator 
of USDA’s Agricultural Research 
Center.

Tornadoes Hit 
University, 
Laurel

The city of Greenbelt was 
only a few miles off the path of 
the Monday September 24 tor- 
nado that caused extensive dam- 
age to the University of Maryland 
and the City of College Park. 
Greenbelt suffered very little 
damage according to city offi- 
cials. Director of Public Works 
Kenny Hall reported two fallen 
trees on city streets, one on Ora 
Glen Drive in Greenbelt East and 
the other on Springhill Drive in 
Springhill Lake. 

On Tuesday, a five-member 
Public Works crew with a truck 
and chipper and chain saws was 
sent to College Park to assist in 
clearing streets of fallen trees. 
College Park vehicles also ob- 
tained gasoline at the Greenbelt 
maintenance facility because 
power was out at that city’s facil- 
ity. 

Power was off in a number of 
areas, primarily in the Springhill

Landscape Altered 


This letter is in reference to 
the changes that were made in 
the park adjacent to 2 Court 
Northway. 

I know about the concerns 
people in our community have 
about the safety of our play- 
ground equipment and play ar- 
eas. I agree that we need to 
make some changes. Tax dollars 
need to be spent to purchase 
safer equipment and have surface 
under the equipment that are de- 
signed to prevent injuries. 

My yard abuts the park. I 
have lived here for 20 years and 
have greatly appreciated being 
able to look out my upstairs and 
downstairs windows everyday 
onto a woodland park with trees 
and grass right next to my home. 

The week of September 15, 
city staff built a 12-inch high L- 
shaped wooden enclosure that 
covers about 1,500 square feet of 
the park and filled it with 
woodchips. A large new 15 foot 
high sliding board is within 13 
yards of my living room window. 
The height of this equipment 
places it in a direct sightline 
from my second story windows. 
No amount of landscaping in my 
yard will screen this from view. 

Quite frankly, the overall im- 
pact of these ‘improvements’ is 
worse than anything I could ever 
have imagined. It has drastically 
altered the landscape and charac- 
ter of this greenspace. I do not 
object to the choice of equip- 
ment, but the placement so close 
to my home is unacceptable. 

When Greenbelt was built 
over 60 years ago, it was built as 
a planned community. Our play- 
grounds and greenspaces are an 
integral part of our community. 
I see no evidence of planning in 
what has happened with the 
greenspace at the Northway park. 
With the revenues available to 
our city, we can afford to hire a 
qualified professional consultant 
to plan the rehabilitation of our 
city’s greenspaces and play- 
grounds in a way that meets the

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Lake-Beltway Plaza section of the 
city. Many traffic signals were 
without power including many 
intersections along Greenbelt 
Road from Kenilworth Avenue 
west, according to Lt. Thomas 
Kemp of the Greenbelt Police 
who was on duty at the time. 
The signals on Kenilworth north 
of Greenbelt Road were also 
without power, except for the 
lights at the ramp from the west- 
bound Beltway (northbound I-95). 
The first objective of the police 
was to establish control at the in- 
tersections without lights. The 
midnight shift was called in early. 
Barricades and traffic cones were 


used to channel the multi-lane. 


traffic. At some intersections, 
movement was restricted so that 
one officer could control move- 
ment. 

At the University 

After the intersections were 
secured, some officers responded 
to the University where they sur- 
veyed damage, gathered in a po- 
’ lice staging area and heard re- 
marks from Governor Parris 
Glendening. However, university 
student police aides had re- 
sponded to the emergency and 
the Greenbelt police were re- 
turned home in about an hour- 
and-a-half. 

At the time of the tornado, 
police were responding to a 
medical emergency in the 6900 
block of Springhill Drive. Cor- 
porals James Donovan and 
Caroline Breck saw the twister 
from their vehicles as they re- 
sponded. Chief James Craze also 
saw the twister from the parking 
lot at the Greenbelt Police Facil- 
ity. | 


, Kemp describes the ‘scene at 


the University’ as “intredible.”” 


“I’ve never seen anything like 
that,” he said, noting that he has 
been a police officer and volun- 
teer firefighter for over 20 years. 
He said it looked like someone 
had taken a bunch of match box 
cars and swept them into a pile. 
It took a big Johnson crane to 
undo the pile of some 100 cars, 
all of them badly damaged. The 
tornado picked up one large truck 


GREENBELT 
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and set it down in the middle of 
a tennis court. 

Kemp said that Craze had 
been to Laurel on Tuesday to see 
if assistance was needed. How- 
ever, by then the Laurel Police 
had everything under control. 
Craze was amazed at the damage 
suffered in that city, Kemp said. 

The Springhill Lake Recre- 
ation Center was without power 
until midday Tuesday, making the 
center unusable. Staff remained 
at the center ready to reopen for 
business once the power was 
turned back on, according to As- 
sistant Recreation Director Harry 
James. 

Injuries Reported 

James reported that two per- 
sons with Greenbelt connections 
were injured at the university. 
Rebecca Lundregan, a lifeguard 
at the aquatic center, is a univer- 
sity student. She was hit with a 
bunch of debris and received a 
number of cuts and abrasions. 
Robin Dwyer, daughter-in-law to 
the Tom Dwyers of Crescent 
Road, was in the Fire and Rescue 
temporary building when it was 
torn apart by the tornado. She is 
being treated for injuries received, 
James said. 

James and his wife were with- 
out power in Berwyn Heights and 
were unaware that a tornado had 
passed through. They decided to 
go shopping. He said it took 
them an hour-and-a-half to drive 
down Rhode Island Avenue to 
Sunnyside Road where they 
turned over to Kenilworth and re- 
turned home. 

Radio Warnings 

This reporter was sitting in a 
car in a Beltway Plaza parking 
lot with a partial view to the 


‘Southwest at the time of the tor- . 


nado. The all news station on 
the car radio was announcing tor- 
nado warnings, but the locations 
announced were behind the loca- 
tion of the storm, the radio first 
reporting the tornado in Arling- 
ton, Virginia. At that time, the 
westward sky had a roiling dark 
cloud, but lighter skys were be- 
ginning to appear to the south. It 
was clear that the dark cloud was

We saw the dark cloud 
once again to the north-west al- 
ready over Beltsville as we 
crossed the Beltway. Traffic on 
the Beltway seemed to be at a 
halt. Kenilworth Avenue traffic 
was backed up northbound as it 
usually is during rush hour. The 
traffic lights were out at the Cres- 
cent Road intersection, but most 
cars were moving cautiously 
through the intersection.

This October we celebrate the 
anniversary of the founding of 
the United Nations, the birthday 
of Eleanor Roosevelt, and for the 
first time, the City’s Millennium 
Task Force’s Peace Month. 
Greenbelt, along with communi- 
ties across the globe, was invited 
through an appeal from the 
Nobel Peace Prize Laureates, to 
promote nonviolence at every 
level of our societies. The goal 
is to make the century’s first de- 
cade, “The Decade for a Culture 
of Nonviolence.” 

The array of programs address 
peaceful conflict resolution on a 
local and international level. An 
informational brochure and the 
community pledge proposed by 
the Community Relations Advi- 
sory Board and adopted by 
Council at its September 24 
meeting address how we as a 
community have and can con- 
tinue to create a peaceful envi- 
ronment.

Character Education 

Eleanor Roosevelt High

Perhaps the broader goal 
can be understood more easily by 
reviewing the community pledge. 
Proposed by the Community Re- 
lations Advisory Board. and 
adopted by the City Council on 
September 24, the pledge reads: 

“The strength of Greenbelt is 
diverse people living together in a 
spirit of cooperation. We cel- 
ebrate people of many cultures, 
faiths, and races living together. 
By sharing together, all are en- 
riched. We pledge to foster a 
community which is respectful, 
safe, and fair for all people.” 

Eleanor Roosevelt would find 
herself in agreement with this 
goal, even as a strong advocate 
of universal human rights. She 
wrote in 1948, “Where, after all, 
do universal human rights begin? 
In small places, close to home — 
so close and so small that they 
cannot be seen on any maps of 
the world. Yet they are the world 
of the individual person; the 


‘neighborhood he lives in; the 


school or college he attends; the 
factory, farm or office where he 
works. Such are the places 
where every man, woman, and 
child seeks equal justice, equal 
opportunity, equal dignity without 
discrimination. Unless these - 
rights have meaning there, they 
have. little meaning anywhere. . 
Without concerted citizen action 
to uphold them close to home, 
we shall look in vain for progress 
in the larger world.”

Nurse Practitioner 


Treated M. Atta 


Nancy English, family nurse 
practitioner with the Greenbelt 
Family Practice, reacted with dis- 
belief when she heard Mohamed 
Atta’s name mentioned a few 
days after the hijackings. Atta is 
suspected by the FBI to have 
been at the controls of the Ameri- 
can Airlines flight from Boston 
that crashed into the World Trade 
Center. 

According to media reports, 
including a recent Baltimore Sun 
report, English confirmed that she 
had treated Atta, but declined to 
give any other details regarding 
her patient. The medical practice 
contacted the FBI, who then took 
custody of Atta’s records. 

Another report, in Monday’s 
Washington Post, reports that Atta 
led a group of Middle Eastern 
men who visited Belle Grade 
State Municipal Airport in the 
Florida Everglades to inquire 
about crop dusters. The FBI has 
issued warnings about potential 
chemical or biological weapons 
attacks from crop dusters.
